THE DAY OF THE LORD

The “day of the Lord” as referred tol 


in the Scriptures is not a day of 24 
hours, but is a period of time. It is a 
time referred to as being a day of 
darkness and of trouble, such as never 
has been nor ever will be any more 
after. We hear some refer to it as 
“Jacob’s troubles.” The day of the 
Lord will come as a snare upon the 
earth. Men shall walk like blind men. 

“Howl ye; for the day of the Lord is 
at hand; it shall come as a destruc- 
tion from the Almighty. Therefore 
shall all hands be faint, and every 
man’s heart shall melt; And they shall 
be afraid; pangs and sorrows shall 
take hold of them; they shall be in 
pain as a woman that travaileth; they 
shall be amazed one at another; their 
faces shall be as flames. Behold, the 
day of the Lord cometh, cruel bot& 
with wrath and fierce anger, to lay 
the land desolate: and he shall de- 
stroy the sinners thereof out of it.” 
—Isa. 13:6-9. 

Oh the awful fear and horror that 
will take hold on the people in “that 
day!” John the Revelator said in chap- 
ter 1, verse 10, “I was in the Spirit on 
the Lord’s day.” I once thought he had 
reference to the Sabbath, and I won- 
dered whether it was on Saturday or 
Sunday that John was in the Spirit, 
but now I am thoroughly convinced 
that it was not necessarily Saturday 
nor Sunday, but that the beloved apos- 
tle was “in the Spirit” and was car- 
ried down thru the ages to the Lord’s 
day, or tribulation, and actually saw 
(in a vision) the things that will come 
to pass. 

{t is a beautiful thought to me to 
think of this great man of God, as the 
world turned against Him and sought 
to slay Him. He had possibly been 
whipped, and driven from place to 
place, and now He had been left on 
this isle to starve. But instead of 
worrying about his troubles, he begins 
to pray and it is not long till he is lost 
to the surroundings, and is out in the 
Spiritual realm. I can imagine seeing 
this saintly man, as he beholds the 
lightnings and the terrible thunder 
which seems to almost shake the 
foundations of the earth. The angels 
sound their trumpets, and the hail and 
fire mingled with blood, comes to the 
old earth; the fountains and _ rivers 
are turned to blood; the terrible 
scorpions have been turned out of the 
bottomless pit and are stinging the in- 
habitants, and the foiks are suffering 
such intense pain that it appears to 
them that death would be more pleas- 
ant than life, under such conditions. 
The fruit of the fields are devoured 
by the insects; awful diseases sweep 
from coast to coast. Ah, the terrible 
picture John must have seen! And, it 
is sure to come, and we are surely get- 
ting very close to the “Day of the 
Lord” now. 

“The great aay of the Lord is near, 
and hasteth greatly, even the voice of 
the day of the Lord: the mighty man 
shall cry there bitterly. That day is 
a day of wrath, a day of trouble and 
distress, a day of wasteness and deso 
lation, a day of darkness and gloomi- 
ness, a day of clouds and thick dark- 
ness, A day of the trumpet and alarm 
against the fenced cities, and against 
the high towers. And I will bring dis- 
tress upon men, that they shall walk 
like blind men, because they have sin- 
ned against the Lord: and their blood 
shall be poured out as dust, and their 
flesh as the dung. Neither their silver 
nor their gold shall be able to deliver 
them in the day of the Lord’s wrath; 
but the whole land shall be devoured 
by the fire of his jealousy: for he shall 
make even a speedy riddance of all 
them that dwell in the land.”—Zeph. 
1:14-18. 

The prophet here forsees this “dark 
and terrible day of the Lord.” He must 
have looked down in the evening of 
time where we are now when he said 
“the day of the Lord is near and has- 
teneth greatly, even the voice of the 
day of the Lord.” We can surely hear 
the voice of this Great Day as it ap- 
proaches. It reminds us of a storm; 
we can sometimes see the lightning 
and hear the thunder before the cloud 
comes in sight, but surely the cloud 
of the tribulation is already in sight! 

In reading history we find that 
there have been many dark times, but 
the time referred to as “the day of the 
Lord” will truly be the greatest of all 
others.

DUTIES OF THE PASTOR TO THE 
CHURCH 





S. W. Latimer 


By request I am writing this piece. 
I have several letters from different 
parties asking that I explain the 
duties of a pastor to his flock. 

“And we beseech you, brethren, to 
know them which labour among you, 
and are over you in the Lord, and ad- 
monish you: and to esteem them very 
highly in love tor their work’s sake. 
And be at peace among yourselves.” 
1 Thess. 5:12, 13. 

The Selection of a Pastor 

A church has a right to prayerfully 
select their pastor, notifying their 
State Overseer. The State Overseer 
should work in conjunction with the 
church and they should mutually 
agree on the pastor. Sometimes it may 
not be possible for the-church to get 
the pastor they would like to have. It 
might be possible that the State Over- 
seer would feel that the man they 
selected would not be the best one for 
the place under all circumstances. 
Then it would be necessary to have a 
mutual agreement as to the pastor 
who is to be put over the church. No 
relation is more solemn and _ impor- 
tant than that of the church and pas 
tor. It is a spiritual relation. It is a 
deep responsibility. This relation is 
greatly defined in the sacred Scrip- 
tures. The duty of both the pastor and 
the people is comprehensively stated 
and plainly placed before us. 

$y taking hecd to the inspired ora- 
cles the pastor cannot mistake his 
duties and the way in which they are 
to be discharged. The church, by the 
same rule, will at once return their 
attitude toward the minister and his 
labor of love to the fleck. The text 
refers both to the office of the minis- 
ter and the duty of the people. The 
pastor is an under-shepherd who is to 
watch over the flock, to feed and to 
rule over them with Christian love. 
He is to strictly be guided by the 
Word of God and to enforce the teach- 
ings outlined by the Assembly. The 
reason I say the Assembly is because 
nothing is outlined except those things 
that are taught in God’s Word. The 
pastor should at no time preach or 
criticize the flock in a way that would 
make them think that he is thrusting 
at them personally. If there should be 
any transgressions among them it is 
his duty to prayerfully and lovingly 
pray and admonish them. In his mes- 
sages at a time like this he should 
steer as far as possible from criticism. 
Those who have transgressed the laws 
of God, as a general rule, are very 
sensitive and the least little thing 
from the pastor will greatly wound 
their feelings, and quite often drive 
them entirely away. I have known 
many mistakes to be made by the 
harsh enforcement of rules at times 
when those who were out of harmony 
with the teachings of the Word were 
to be dealt with. The pastor should 
be one filled with divine love; he 
should never take sides with those 
who are transgressing, but prayerfully 
and lovingly admonish them and re- 
store them to their spiritual life. The 
pastor should be wide awake, and 
visit the folks, especially the sick. I 
made it a rule in my pastoral work 
to visit the sick every day during 
their illness and I found this to be 
a good plan. He should always look 
after those who seem to be cold and 
indifferent, not only visit them, but 
go batk in the congregation and say 
a good word and let them know that 
he is still praying for them and that 
he has their best interest at heart. He 
should be bold and fearless, not afraid 
to preach the Word of God. A pastor 
who compromises and fails to declare 
the whole counsel of God will not be 
a successful pastor. An evangelist may 
denounce transgression and take a lit- 


‘tle more liberty in criticizing imper- 


fection than the pastor. When the 
evangelist’s meeting eloses he goes to 
a new field of labor and even though 
some may feel wounded at his strong 
denunciation of transgression, it will 
soon heal up. 

One thing I want to mention righi 
here, God deliver me from a pastor 
that will have pets. In fact any Chris- 
tian that will practice having pets and 
showing partiality will never be a 
great success. The pastor should love 
all his flock and prove to them that he 
has their best interest at heart in ev- 
ery way. I mention this because IT 
have seen so much harm done in this 
way. I know a certain merchant who 
had a good trade. He had one special 
pet. He allowed him to weigh up his 
own goods and let him have them ait 
cost. The rest of his customers soon 
found it out, consequently he ruinec 
his business. So a pastor, if he haz 
special ones that he shows extra kind-' 


ness and will indulge them in things 
that he restricts others from, will be 
an absolute failure. 


Having considered the duty of a 
pastor to his flock, we will now con- 
sider the duty of a church to their 
pastor. In doing this let us consider 
the duty specified in the text. There 


is a special acknowledgement. “To 
know them” means more than ac- 
knowledged or personal recognition. 


You are to acknowledge them as the 
servants of God and approve them as 
such, receive them in their spiritual 
capacity and office as your teachers 
and overseers in the Lord. Now, you 
are especially bound to do this from 
the fact that your pastor is the man 
of your choice, or in other words you 
accepted him as one placed over you 
by divine authority. 

It may be that you cannot get the 
man you would like to have; it may 
be that he is not the orator that you 
would like for him to be. It is possi- 
ble sometimes for some of the flock 
to be superior*in education and ac- 
complishments on that line. In a case 
of this kind great care should be taken 
that no criticism be offered only to 
the pastor himself? Grammatical] er- 
rors and wrong application of the 
Scriptures should always be taken up 
with the pastor in a good, loving way 
and only private criticism should be 
offered. You are to esteem htm, to 
value him, to recognize him of great 
worth for so the Word signifies. Do 
we not value our parents who give us 
good advice and often correct us and 
even chastise us? He is the one who 
watches for your soul. Now he is to 
have charge of your spiritual health; 
to labor and advise and admonish that 
you may be strong and vigorous sons 
and daughtegs, of God. Is not the pilot 
recognized of great value who has the 
care of the vessel? Now he is to di- 
rect you how you may safely cross 
the sea of life. There is a sacred re- 
sponsibility that he so guides you thzt 
you may not miss the haven of eter- 
nal life. You are to esteem him higti- 
ly. You are to esteem one another; 
you are to esteem all the Lord’s peo- 
ple everywhere, but your pastor must 
have a high place and a sacred place 
in your regards. He should have nv 
spiritual equal in your hearts; you 
should esteem him very highly for his 
labors of love. Esteem without love is 
like the light of the moon—cold ana 
will surely wane. But esteem grounded 
in love is like the beams of the great 
orb of the day—cheering and deligh:- 
ful and will compass you with heaven- 
ly radium every day. Think of a pas- 
tor gracing the pulpit sad and dils- 
couraged. Some unjust criticism has 
been offered by some member of his 
flock who possibly had not considered 
the best interest of the church. There 
he stands trembling, embarrassed, dis- 
couraged. How can he give out the 
Word and feel free in the Lord? Quite 
often the pastor after he has done his 
best feels that no one appreciates him. 
I do not think it is best to compliment 
any speaker to the extent that he wil 
get lifted up, but it is not wrong to 
say a word of encouragement. It will 
encourage him. Nothing will encour- 
age your pastor more than to see you 
in your place in the house of God ar 
every service. By cheerful and affec- 
tional cooperation in his labors the 
church will continue to grow. I haye 
often known real spirit-filled people 
to make remarks about the message 
and offer criticism before the world. 
I have had sinners to say to me more 
than once, “If salvation doesn’t have 
more effect on people than to cause 
them to criticize openly the labors of 
love of their pastor, I do not want it,” 

GO WORK 


There are many ways by which: 
members may cooperate with  their- 
pastor in church work. The pastor 
must take the lead. He should always 
prayerfully and cheerfully cooperate 
with his flock. In turn the members 
should counsel with their pastor get 
his advice on certain lines of personal 
work, in fact a revival is just the 
chureh at work. I often think of the 
system in the Methodist church. With 
all the criticism that we may offer, 
if the Church of God, with the good 
experience that we have, would put 
into practice their methods of person- 
al work and labor of love in the 
church it would be surprising the good 
that could be accomplished. It is neces- 
sary sometimes, in order to accom- 
plish the aim in view for all to center 
their prayers on some special task or 
object and pray until God answers, I 
heard of a man who kept a book of 





special persons for objects of prayer, 
and occasionally he would call his

pray and put forth special effort until 
the aims in view were accomplished 
There is nothing so encouraging and 
so uplifting as to have a band whose 
hearts God has touched and whose 
thoughts and purposes are united for 
the salvation of the lost or for the 
healing of the sick or for any work 
that comes under the head of labors of 
love for the Lord. This will bind souls 
closer and closer together until the 
Holy Ghost will work and men’s 
hearts will be moved for God and for 
His glory. 

CIRCULATING REPORTS 

Do not circulate or receive reports 
concerning your pastor. “Against an 
elder receive not an accusation, but 
before two or three witnesses.” 1 Tim 
5:19. This will cause trouble and sor- 
row, and even the lost will be driven 
away and possibly discouraged for- 
ever. If anything should. arise that 
needs to be investigated the deacons 
should always look after these thing, 
and the flock should refrain from even 
mentioning them one to another and 
in the presence of sinners, This Is one 
thing that our people need teaching 
on. I remember when I was a Method- 
ist occasionally the conference would 
send us a preacher that could nor 
preach just like we thought he should 
but we always stood by them and sup- 
ported them and would always find 
that they had some good traits. While 
they were lacking in oratory they 
made it up in being good mixers and 
God would always use them for His 
glory and for the salvation of the lost. 
The church should always be alert 
to the needs of their pastor and see 
that he gets a good support and that 
he is not encumbered with these 
things that would hinder him in his 
ministerial activities. He should al- 
ways have a place in your prayers. 
Paul puts stress on “Brethren, pray 
for us,” and again, “Finally my breth- 
ren, pray for us.” If Paul felt thus 
with his learning, talents, inspiration, 
experience and usefulness, Oh how 
much more we who are placed in such 
inferior circumstances? Pray for him 
in the closets, at the family altar; 
pray that he may be filled with knowl- 
edge, with spiritual wisdom, with 
great zeal and boldness and with the 
grace of Jesus and with an extended 
success. Let your minister never, 
never be forgotten. Thus will you 
highly esteem him in love. I beseech 
you for the church’s sake to hearty 
cooperate with your pastor. If you un- 
dervalue and despise his labors the 
church will suffer; the garden of the 
Lord will become a waste; he will be 
unfitted to edify and will be a deso- 
lation in Zion. Oh then by the love 
you possess for the cause of Jesus I 
beseech you to stand by your pastor. 
I beseech you for the sake of the 
world. Enemies are watching you to 
scoff and revile and if they see you in 
distraction they will be hardened and 
their bonds confirmed. Inquirers will 
be repelled and the movement of 
Christ retorted. I beseech you for Je- 
sus Christ’s sake. Are you not His dis- 
ciples? Ens professed friend? Now re- 
member He will be grieved if you in- 
jure or neglect the least of His dis- 
ciples. Woe unto him who offends. 
How much more if you insult His 
ambassador, the servant He has ex- 
pressly sent to you. I beseech you by 
the momentous results of this union 
between yourselves and your pastor. 

In my closing remarks I want to 
sound a note of warning: It is pitiful 
to think of so many people being dis- 
fellowshipped. I have in mind a case 
where a party was disfellowshipped. 
They confessed their guilt and the 
crime was one that warranted the 
disfellowshiping of this member in 
order that the Gospel of Christ might 
be vindicated. It seemed that the 
friends of this party who were living 
true to God listened at the complaints 
and took sides with the member who 
was disfellowshipped, consequently 
there has been much harm done, One 
crowd lined up against the pastor and 
those who were standing with him for 
truth and right. Criticisms have play- 
ed such a part until I am sure many 
souls have been destroyed, influence 
hindered, friendship severed, some 
parties who are innocent involved in 
this, and the church’s influence crip- 
pled. They say the pastor was too 
hard. I want to say that every loyal 
true, bloodwashed, Holy Ghost filled 
man and woman in every church and 
community in the United States ought 
to stand by their pastor even though 
you do think he has been a little bit 
too harsh. He is the servant placed 
there by the general order and should 
be recognized as one in divine author- 
ity, and it is your duty to stand by 
him until God may move him to other 
fields of labor and usefulness. 

A word of warning to pastors as I 
close: Nothing should move you to 
take sides. What a pitiful condition 
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enjoyed the good message. 

Words fail to express the joy of this 
convention. Each speaker gave us 
good thoughts and God’s power was 
demonstrated in a glorious way. It 
was said by many that it was the best 
district convention they ever attend- 
ed. We thank the Lord for our pastor, 
Brother Prince. We believe he is a 
man of God. I believe he is doing his 
best for the church here and for the 
cause of Christ. Please pray that we 
will continue on in the work of the 
Lord and be an overcomer.—(Miss)

Paul Admonished Timo- 
thy to Study 


Study to shew thyself approved un- 
to God, a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed, rightly dividing the 
Word of truth. 2 Tim, 2:15. 

Paul, the apostle on his first mis- 
sionary journey, visited Lystra, a city 
of the province of Lycaonia in the 
South Central part of Asia Minor. 
While Paul was at Lystra, a young 
man heard him preach Jesus Christ, 
who had known the holy Scriptures 
from a child and accepted Jesus as 
his Savior. Later the great apostle 
and the young man Timothy became 
intimate friends elso fellow laborers 
and sufferers in the ministry. Paul is 
again a prisoner at Rome under Nero, 
and Timothy at Ephesus, a city near 
the western coast of Asia Minor, pas- 
toring the Church of God. Paul, out of 
his love and anxiety for his son in the 
gospel, wrote to him and in his letter 
he admonished Timothy to study. 
What shall I study? We must note, 
that in the text Paul does not specify 
nor limit the study to any one subject, 
It is true that Paul had in view 4 
definite aim, then he admonished 
Timothy to study. We cannot justly 
think that such a devoted man of God 
as Paul would have his beloved Timo- 
thy fill his mind with such trash as 
is found in many dime novels. Paul, 
what should we then study? Again we 
recall the apostle’s advice to Timothy 
to shun profane and vain babblings, 
avoid foolish and unlearned questions 
and to refuse profane and old wives 
fables, or to put it in a nut shell, 
Timothy do not spend your time in 
any way with such vain things. My 
conclusion of what Paul wished Timo- 
thy to study is first the Holy Scrip- 
tures, afterward, that which would be 
helpful, good and wholesome. I am 
satisfied Timothy never debated in his 
mind “Paul, you say I should study, 
but why is it necessary to study?’ 
When I was quite a young lad I would 
follow after my father while he was 
working and ask, Daddy why is this 
and why is that, until he would get 
very tired trying to answer my boyish 
questions. It is a fact the most of the 
young men when asked by their par- 
ents to do something, say, “I don’t see 
why,” or “I don’t see any need of do- 
ing that.” I am sure if Timothy had 
had the spirit I once possessed, he 
would have failed in his ministry. In 
the first part of the text, Paul sets 
forth the first great reason why Timo- 
thy should study, which is—to show 
thyself approved unto God. Paul also 
tells Timothy to make full proof of 
his ministry. It is true that a minis- 
ter’s success depends upon his obtain- 
ing help of God, and can a minister 
expect to have God’s.favor if he fails 
to prove to God that he is interested 
in the welfare of His people and the 
sinner? God honors His Word, and it 
is His Word that He wants published. 
How can a preacher declare the Word 
of God if he does not know it? and 
how can he know the Scriptures if he 
does not study them? Can the minister 
prove to God also to the people that 
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he is a good workman if he lays aside 
the study of the Bible, and other help- 
ful subjects and preaches only his 
experience? for that would be all 
he would lave to preach. I say, Nay, 
Paul wanted Timothy to study that he 
might know the truth, and be able to 
present the truth to the people in an 
intelligent, convincing way, also that 
he might have a full supply of the 
Word of God to feed the sheep (people 
of God). 

HOW MAY WE STUDY TO 

GREATEST ADVANTAGE 

A goodly numwer of Christians want 
to be workers for the Lord. Many of 
this class of Christians realize the 
necessity of study, yet do not know 
how to study to acquire the greatest 
knowledge. First, do your best to at- 
tend the Bible Training School. It 
must be admitted that mere reading of 
the Scripture or a book is not study- 
ing. To study calls for the application 
of the mind and thinking faculties. 
Prayer and meditation mixed with the 
study will help the earnest student. 
Bible study should not be spasmodi- 
cal, but at regular periods. It is well 
when studying the Bible and other 
books to have a good Webster diction- 
ary and Bible dictionary at hand, also 
a lexicon. Study the Bible as the in- 
spired Word of God, with an open 
heart and mind, casting aside petty 
ideas. 

THE RESULTS OF STUDY 

Paul, in tne same letter that our 
text is chosen from, requests Timothy 
to bring him his cloak, the books, and 
especially the parchments which 
were rolls of tanned sheepskin or 
goatskin, having the Scriptures writ- 


ten on them. The fact that Paul said 
“Books” is proof enough that the 
apostle had need of more than the 


Bible in his ministry. Yet the Bible 
is and should be esteemed above every 
other book. As for me, I like to, and 
see the need of studying English, 
spelling, history, geography, music, 
physiology, etc. By study, Paul knew 
that Timothy would be able to rightly 
divide the Word of Truth. He also 
knew that being able to rightly divide 
the Word of truth would take away 
the shame and embarrassment that 
comes from a meager knowledge of 
the Scriptures. The notable Apostle 
knew the oppositions that his son in 
the gospel had to face at Ephesus both 
from without and within the church. 
To be able to convince men of their 
need of having Jesus purge them from 
their old sins, and meet and subdue 
every false doctrine, in a fatherly man- 
ner St. Paul advises Timothy (the 
preacher) to study.—Wm. E. Brown, 
346 W. Judson Ave., Youngstown, O.

John 10:9 
Christ again chose a peculiar name 


for Himself. This time it is a very 
simple one. There does not seem to 
be much importance attached 
door and certainly there is no beauty 


to a 


in it, especially not in a shepherd’s 
door. Christ seems to want to take 


the names that no other teachers 
care for. A door has a threshold and 
everybody steps on it. Jesus puts 
Himself in a position where everyone 
must first step on Him before enter- 
ing. I know I stepped on Him heavily 
before I entered. There was nothing 
sacred about Jesus to me when I first 
heard of Him, but afterwards when I 
found myself within the abiding place 
of God, I cast a glance of reeognition 
and thankfulness over to the door that 
was there to receive me and open the 
way for me to see. 

The most humble place is Christ’s, 
not because it was imposed on Him, 
but because of His own choice. Oh! 
how many insults He has to endure, 
even now, because He is the door. How 
many times do people slam Him as 
they do the door, in terrible anger, as 
though the door was to blame for it 
all.
